Michigan's Early History. 


Michigan elected a governor November 6 for the 50th 
time in Its history as a state, archives of the Depart 
ment of State show. 


Aithough Michigan ha sbeen a sovereign member of 
the United States for 100 years, records disclose that 
the territory composi Michigan has been under the 
executive perigee at 5 governor for 331 years. The 
first governor was M, Chauvin, Commander de Chastes 
and de Monts. His was a niilitary control starting 
in 1608 and he was the first of 25 French-Canadian gov- 
ernora whose regime lasted unti] 1760 ‘when British 
Canadian forces took control. 


There were eight different men placed in charge of 
the territory by the British but during the final years 
of this administration, Michigan algo was deciared to 
be @ part of the United States and under the juris- 
diction of the Governor of the Northwest Territory. 
John Graves Simcoe, according to departmental records, 
was appointed in 1792 as the iast British governor while 

Arthur St. Clair as Governor of the Northwest 
Territory under Genera] William Henry Harrison as gov- 
ernor. 


Five years later’ Michigan became a separate ter- 
ritory and General William Hull on Mirch 1, 1806 be- 
came the first Tertitorial Governor of Michigan. Dur- 
ing the next 30 years there were eight governors and 


acting governora in charge of the territory. 


There is some conflict as to the exact date on which 
Michigan became a state. Stevens Thompson Mason 
wae inaugurated ag first governor of Michigan on Nov. 
3, 1885. But the act of Congress admitting Michigan 
ta statehood was tot approved by the President until 
Jan. 26, 1937. . 


Lieutenant governors, secretaries of atate, state 
treasurers, auditors general, attorneys genera] and su- 
perintendents of public instruction were appointed until 
185¢@ when these offices became elective positions, The 
offies of state land commissioner was listed as a state 
official and continued as an elective branch of the atate 
government from 1861 to 1914, 


The first highway commissioner was appointed m 
1905. Im 1918 thia office was changed so that the high- 
Way commissioner was elected. 


@ state records show that since Governor Robert 


Th 
MecCielland resigned in March, i858 to become Secretary 
of the Interior of the United States, every ernor has 


served out the terms for which they were ¢ d. Twice 
before that time, two other governors resigned to take 
seate in the United States senate to which bad been 


elected.

Welfare Garments 


Buckskin moccasins and jackets, 
reminiscent of pioneer Michigan, 
are coming back into their own. 

if sportamen respond to the 
pleaa of the Michigan State Em- 
ergency Relief Administration 
‘sontewhere between 10,000 and 
15,000 deer hidee will be convert- 
ed to buckskin clothes during the 
coming winter. 

Pink slips asking for the sitins 
of their bucks are now being cir- 
culated through Michigan’s army 
of 85,000 prospective deer huntern 
by the Relief Adiministration. 

The skins wil! be shipped to a 
tannery at Iron Mountain operat- 
ed by members of a self-help co- 
operative organization. They will 
be tanned and made into moc- 
casins, gloves, jackets and other 
articles of clothing to be bartered 
i sold to relieve the unemploy- 


The Department of Conserva- 
tion, which is co-operating with 
the Relief Administration in urg- 
ing hunters to tum their deer 
skins in to relief for the unem- 
ployed, believes that few huntera 
use the skins of the buck they 
have killed, Those hunters willing 
to co-operate ara aaked to take 
or send the skin to thelr county 
emergency relief administrator, 
He will send the skins to the Iron 
Mountain tenery. 

Skins of confiscated deer and 
of does killed illegally will be 
turned over by the Department of 
Conservation to the relief organ- 
ization.

. Christmas Seals 


Previous reports that six million 
tuberculosis Christmas seals would 
be put in the mails before Thanks- 
giving Day by the Michigan Tu- 
berculosis Association were nul- 
lifed this week when Dr. Bruce H. 
Douglas, president, announced 
that the number had been inereas- 
ad, 

“We will send out ten tailflfon, 
not six million," he declared. 

Belief that the public was ready 
and willing to support a larger 
seal sale and program of work 
by the Michigan Tuberculosis As- 
sociation, led to the inerease he 
said. 

Departing radically from the 
usual form “personal” letter of 
the organization financed by pub 
lic contributions, the mail sale re- 
quest of the Michigan Tuberculosis 
Assoviation this year wil! be --as 
colorfu} and brilliant on one side 
as its appeal is strong on the 
other, Dr. Dougiag went on 

“This year it will warry not 
only the annua] appeal for funds 
to continue the work of fighting 
tuberculosis in this state, but also 
a beautiful poster, intended to he 
placed in the purchaser's window 
after he has bought) his tuber- 
culosig Christmas seals,” he said. 

The World’s Fair was the in- 
spiration for the poster's design, 
depicted im color ranging from a 
deep black to a wide sky-blue 
band across the bottom on which 
appears the slogan “Buy Christ- 
mas Seals.” An imposing red 
double-pbarred cross, the emblem 
of the canspaign against tuber- 
culosis, dominates the scene. 

On the back of the poster is the 
appeal, pointing out that the 
death-rate from tuberculosis hes 
been cut in half since 1908 when 
the Michigan Tubdercuicsis As- 
but that 
“Tuberculosis Still Kills More 
Boys and Girls Every Year Than 
Any Three Other Diseases.” At 
the bottom is the suggestion that 
the purchaser request a free and 
more detailed report of the work 
of the Michigan Tuberculosis Aa- 
sociation, when he sends in his 
contribution. 

“We believe that the purchas- 
ers of tuberculosis Christmps 
seale wil] respond readily to the 
beauty of thie poster, and to the 
atraightforwardness of the ap- 
peal,” Dr. Douglas concluded.

“While purgatives, catharttes, 
laxatives, when properly used, 
have a definite and important 
place in medical practice, thera iv 
no question of their harm, if 
abused,” Mr. McNamara said. 
“Such drugs should never be given 
in cases of abdominal distrems or 
pain. Instead, the doctor should 
be called immediately. 

“Vital statistics indicate that 
approximately 26,000 persons in 
the U. 5. and Camada die each year 
from acute appendicitis. The mor 
tality seams to be on the increase 
rather than‘on the wane, due in 
large measure to delay and the 
abuse of imxatives.
